A lining that is lightweight, firm 
and pliable will ensure best re¬ 
sults. The color of the lining 
should match the skirt but If In 
doubt, select a lighter color. , 
Use the skirt pattern for cutt¬ 
ing the lining. Take care to eli¬ 
minate excess bulk in pleats or 
unnecessary seams. Check to be 
sure that the lining is on the 
straight of grain and that It 'has 
been pre-Ohrunk before cutting. 

THE METHODS USED FOR 
SEWING LININGS ARE 
THREE-FOLD 

1 "True underlined garments” 
—the lining is sewn as one with 
the skirt fabric. 

—make markings only on the 
lining. 

—place the lining on the wrong 
side of the fabric; diagonally 
baste the two pieces down the 
side seams, centre front, and 
across the top. 

—staystitch the basted pieces 
across the top and about 10" 
down each side seam to prevent 
stretching. 

—sew darts as one—but first baste 
down the middle of the dart to 
hold the fabric firm. 

—sew front and back side seams; 
be sure to hold the four layers 
of fabric taut—this will prevent 
puckering. 

—In hemming, the fabric may be 
hemmed directly to the lining or 
the lining can end right at the 
top of the hem.

There was a time when a railway gave a good 
deal of free service to those who needed it and who 
rarely, if ever, expressed their thanks. 

There was a case in point ten years ago. Some¬ 
one driving an automobile tried to knock down a 
church and five people went to hospital, of whom 
two were painfully, if not seriously, injured. This 
was at the start of a continent-wide trip and the two 
people decided that as there was no one at home to 
look after them they had better proceed and give 
their little boys as good a holiday as was feasible. 

There was confidence that the railway would 
look after them. The railway did pretty well, includ¬ 
ing having a night attendant in their sleeping car who 
admonished the man not to delay too long in getting 
up before arrival at Winnipeg. This philosopher said: 
“Birds that fly slow should start early.” At Winnipeg 
there was a reception committee consisting of a man 
to wheel a chair and an assistant passenger agent to 
help all around. 

The only place where the railway fell down was 
in a big hotel at Calgary where it was found that the 
Stampede, and the site thereof, could not be moved 
into the corridor, let alone the lobby. However, it was 
there that the little boys ventured on their own to 
the Stampede grounds and, strange as it may seem, 
their strongest and most lasting impression was of 
a barker who warned them that pepper would kill 
mountain goats. 

A trip through the mountains was as comfortable 
as it would have been if the passengers had not been 
suffering physical ailments. The man on crutches 
almost made one serious mistake. There is no give 
to crutches and the lurching of the train might have 
caused disaster in the dining car. Once tried it was 
neither repeated nor forgotten. 

It was a successful trip. It is well to remember 
in these times when passenger trains are becoming 
only memories that there was a day when travel by 
train was the great adventure.

or fund. Most of these appeals are for well known 
and legitimate causes and we contribute year after 
year knowing that the funds raised by these appeals 
are well administered. 

But sometimes fund-raising campaigns are con¬ 
ducted for causes that are not well known and the 
donor really has no way of knowing if the dollars he 
contributes end up where they should or if too large 
a percentage of the amount contributed is used up 
in administration costs. 

The new Public Contributions Act requires or¬ 
ganizations to establish the validity of fund-raising 
campaigns within the province and makes obligatory 
the recording of four facts which every donor has 
the right to know about any charitable fund: the pur¬ 
pose of the campaign, the financial objectives, the 
cost of fund-raising, the net proceeds and their 
distribution. 

. Under the provin cial Act, any_ organization or 
individual conducting a campaign for charitable pur¬ 
poses with an objective of $250 or more is required to 
apply for authorization to canvass for funds. 

The Act does not apply to the soliciting of funds 
by an organization only from members and their 
immediate families, such as in the case of churches 
and schools. 

It’s nice to know that there is now a measure of 
protection against campaigns for fake charities; that 
you can now give with confidence.

SOIL TEST NOW 

October is the month when we 
should soil test fields that will 
be cropped next spring. Usually the 
soil temperature has fallen' to a 
point where significant nitrogen 
fixing bacterial action has, for 
practical purposes stopped. 

Soil test kits and soil test probes 
are available from this office. 
Phone or write if you can't get 
in to Vulcan during business hours. 

The advantage of October test¬ 
ing, is quicker service at the lab 
which means that your sample re¬ 
sults will be returned earlier. 
Generally, the earlier you know 
what fertilizer you will need for 
next spring, the larger discount 
you can obtain from your fertile 
, zer dealer. 

If you have questions about your 
fertilizer program, get in touch 
with this office, we'd be glad to 
help. 

PROPER FERTn.IZER 

APPIJCATION IMPORTANT 

To obtain the highest returns 
from your fertilizer investment, 
make sure the fertilizers are 
spread evenly across the entire 
field. Improperly applied fertili¬ 
zers can lead to such problems as 
uneven crop growth and uneven 
ripening with their attendant har¬ 
vesting difficulties. To avoid these 
and other problems, check your 
application equipment, particularly 
broadcasting applicators, before 
applying fertilizers. 

Farmers and custom operators 
should not take the information 
provided in equipment operating 
manuals too literally. The 
"cyclone” type a 4 »plicators are 
more inclined than other types of 
applicators to spread fertilizers 
unevenly. Although manufacturers 
may claim that a machine can 
spread these chemicals over a 40- 
foot width, this claim should be 
checked in the fields. The pattern 
of distribution across the width of 
spread is also very important. 
Some overlapping may be neces¬ 
sary to provide an even distribu¬ 
tion. I would suggest driving the 
fertilizer equipment across a road¬ 
way or some other area a number 
of times so that the spread pattern 
I can be readily observed. Make sure 
| that the revolving pans are travell¬ 
ing in the right direction. 

The seed-drill type of fertilizer 
spreader is also vulnerable to the 
uneven application of fertilizers. 
It should be checked regularly for 
wear, corrosion, plugged outlets, 
etc. 

The calibration charts that ac¬ 
company fertilizing equipment 
should always be ■ checked against 
actual field and fertilizer condi¬ 
tions. Even fertilizers of similar 
analysis do not go through the 
applicator at the same rate, and 
some fertilizers can be affected by 
high relative humidity such as is 
often encountered on a foggy or 
rainy day. We should be so lucky 
to have fog and rain.
